Shane Foundation dedicated to keeping kids off drugs

O pioid addiction — an epidem¬ 
ic in Massachusetts and across 
the country — claimed the life of 
Tracy Wilkie’s oldest son. Now the Aga¬ 
wam mother is making it her mission to 
keep other young people from getting 
hooked on drugs. 

Wilkie’s son Shane was a chronic 
drug user. He battled opioid addiction 


and was just 22 when he died of a heart 
attack related to his drug use. About a 
year after his death in November 2014, 
Wilkie created the Shane Foundation. 
It’s her way to honor Shane and help 
youngsters to make good choices and 
avoid drug addiction. 

One way Wilkie is doing that is by 
raising money to bring speakers and 
presentations into Agawam schools.

COMPLETE STREETS 

Grant sought for walks, bike lanes 


Building and business owners 
weighed in on the latest proposal 
for new streetscaping presented 
by Tighe & Bond designer An¬ 
drew Leonard Tuesday afternoon 
at a meeting held at First Stop 
Cafe. 

Leonard presented updates to 
the design, which would include 
parking along the street of Wal¬ 
nut Street Extension. 

The area has been targeted for 
rehabilitation as a new “walkable 
downtown” for Agawam. 

Leonard said the designers on 
the project have worked in sever¬ 
al comments from building and 
business owners and plans defi¬ 
nitely including keeping the road¬ 
way and installing diagonal park¬ 
ing spaces along the roadway. He 
said there would be approximate¬ 
ly 134 spaces along the road and 
169 parking spaces total, up from 
139 currently. 

Parking will be as close to 
buildings as possible. 

There will be 12-foot-wide 
sidewalks and space in front of 
businesses for outdoor events 
such as farmer markets, outdoor 
sidewalk-style sales, and outdoor 
dining, which was approved a few 


years ago by the Agawam City 
Council. 

Based on the footprint of the 
road and its associated infrastruc¬ 
ture, Leonard said there would be 
more room for outdoor markets 
on the east side the street. 

“The concept is really to create 
a market environment outside of 
these businesses,” said Leonard. 

There will be room to make 
access to the back of buildings for 
deliveries. There will also be con¬ 


siderations made for employee 
parking. 

One of the building owners, 
Bob Vanderhoof, asked sever¬ 
al questions about the uneven 
spaces outside buildings. He said 
with less room on the outside of 
buildings on the west side of the 
street, his tenants that may want 
outdoor dining would not be able 
to compete with businesses on 
the east side of the street.

The Agawam City Council last 
week adopted an administrative 
policy created by Mayor Richard 
Cohen that would pursue “com¬ 
plete streets.” 

The new policy, if approved by 
MassDOT, would qualify the town 
to receive funding from the state 
to make a “complete streets pri¬ 


ority plan,” and up to $400,000 for 
construction funds. 

Town Engineer Michelle Chase 
has been working on the policy 
for several months and said com¬ 
plete streets are defined as streets 
that are made to accommodate 
all modes of transportation — in¬ 
cluding bicycles, public transpor¬ 
tation, and freight, in addition to 
the more typical consideration

Excise taxes aren’t going up

Although several Facebook us¬ 
ers said they, too, have seen their 
automobile excise taxes go up by 
$10 to $40 this year, Town Assessor 
Kevin Baldini says there was been 
no change in the rate or valuation 
formula this year — and there hasn’t 
been one for decades. 

“It’s always $25 per thousand,” 
Baldini said this week. “It’s been that 
way since Proposition 2 1/2 came 
into effect in the 1980s. It’s done on 
a percentage basis of the MSRP.” 

Baldini said the annual tax, al¬ 
though it is collected by local au¬ 
thorities in each town, is calculated 
the same way throughout the state. 


It is based on the manufacturer’s 
suggested retail price — not the sale 
price, but the sticker price — and 
the age of the vehicle. In the year 
that matches the model year (spring 
of 2016, for a 2016-model car), the 
valuation is automatically set at 
90 percent of MSRP, and the bill is 
equal to 2.5 percent of that valua¬ 
tion. In the second year, the valua¬ 
tion is calculated at 60 percent of 
MSRP, then 25 percent in the third 
year and 10 percent every subse¬ 
quent year that the vehicle remains 
on road. Valuations for the purpose 
of vehicle excise do not take into ac¬ 
count the car’s condition or resale 
value; they are strictly a percentage 
of the original sticker price. The 2.5 
percent rate remains consistent for 
all cars, at all ages, in all towns. 

Since valuations can only de¬ 
cline, residents who kept the same 


car from 2015 to 2016 should not be 
seeing any increases in excise tax, 
Baldini said. Those with vehicles 
four years old or younger should 
have seen a decline. 

Billing information is generat¬ 
ed by the state Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, Baldini added. Taxpayers 
who think their bills contain incor¬ 
rect information should contact the 
RMV If the state agrees that an error 
was made, the town can abate the 
tax accordingly.

Don’t be fooled: buy 
local maple syrup 

O n the verge of maple syrup season, the North 
American Syrup Council, the International 
Maple Syrup Institute and industry groups 
from several states where maple syrup is produced re¬ 
cently sent the Federal Food and Drug Administration 
a letter protesting labels implying that non-maple 
products are maple products. 

In Agawam and other Western Massachusetts 
farming communities, of course, maple syrup pro¬ 
duction is important to the local economy, not only 
in direct sales — often in temporary pancake houses 
located on farms — but in bulk sales to major distrib¬ 
utors, as well. Admittedly, maple syrup is a premium 
product — that is, expensive — and some local con¬ 
noisseurs look down their noses at people who buy 
imitation products at their local supermarket. But it’s 
expensive for one overriding reason — it takes a lot of 
time and hard work to produce. 

There are of course, modern methods to harvest 
and boil it down — instead of buckets, plastic bags 
that show the sap level from a distance, tractors to 
haul large vats of sap to the sugar house and metal 
and plastic tubing systems. Materials for boiling the 
sap have also evolved — and some producers use 
propane or oil instead of wood. The farmer still has 
to trudge through the woods and up and down hills 
where the maple trees (the sugarbush) are located, 
however, often contending with knee-deep snow. And 
once boiling commences, it takes a long time to get 
to the final product. The producer must boil at least 
40, sometimes even 60, gallons of sap to make a single 
gallon of the smooth, sweet, amber syrup that gives 
pancakes or waffles the rich maple flavor that only the 
real thing can provide. 

But that doesn’t stop the “creative people” at large 
companies from coming up with misleading names 
and labels for their products. The letter to the FDA, 
for instance, includes criticism of products like Quak¬ 
er Oats Maple and Brown Sugar Instant Oatmeal and 
Hood Maple Walnut Ice Cream that list no maple 
syrup on their labels. In some other cases, the labels 
imply that maple syrup is a primary ingredient when, 
in fact, minuscule amounts are included as an excuse 
for the product’s name. People often purchase “maple 
syrup” at the supermarket, hardly noticing that the 
label says “pancake syrup” or some such substitute 
terminology. A shopper may not even be aware of the 
difference in content, indicated somewhere on the la¬ 
bel in the fine print, showing that the “maple syrup” 
contains only 4 or 5 percent of the real thing and relies 
on fructose in corn syrup as a sweetener. 

Another gimmick is to bottle “pancake syrup” as if 
it were maple syrup, in the beige jugs most producers 
around here use. Consumers may think they’re getting 
the real thing unless they read that fine print. 

But local folks have the advantage of being in the 
middle of maple country. The slogan “buy local” has 
special meaning when referring to maple products, 
and patronizing the pancake eateries on local farms 
can turn humdrum mornings into social occasions 
as people come together for a leisurely breakfast and 
conversation — which is really what country living is 
all about.

Memories of my grandmother 


I n all the media, newspapers, radio, TV, 
on the Internet, was a story of a large 
group of new Americans being sworn 
in at one of the downtown court¬ 
houses. 

It brought back a flood of 
memories of my grandmother, 

Rose Levine. Rose came from 
Poland in the early 20th century 
with my mom and her brother 
Phil. She worked in sewing fab¬ 
rics here, much the same as she 
did in Poland. 

Sometime in the mid 1930s 
was a movement to naturalize 
large numbers of people like my 
grandmother. She signed up for courses 
in citizenship. They were held in the local 
high school over a 10-week period, two 
days a week for two hours each session. 

As the end approached, she asked me 
to attend with her. The graduation was ac¬ 
tually the swearing-in. My mom and dad 
were working that day, so I was asked to go 
with her to the ceremony. We got on a bus 
to the high school. The event was well cov¬ 
ered by the media. Also, politicians of every 
party were there looking for new recruits. 

One of the new Americans sang “The 
Star-Spangled Banner” and another led the 
group in the Pledge of Allegiance. 

Every new American wore something 
with the Stars and Stripes on their clothing. 
My grandmother had sewn a small flag into 
her coat sweater. 

After all the speechmaking came the 
swearing-in. All the new Americans were 
asked to stand and take the oath. My 
grandmother took my hand and hauled me 
to my feet to stand with her. 

With tears in our eyes, and catches in 
our breathing, we recited the words, swear¬ 
ing our allegiance to the United States of 
America. Everyone then paraded up to the 
stage to get their certificate, to thunder¬ 
ous applause. When we returned home, 
the certificate was passed around and was 
treasured forever. 

My favorite time with my grandmother 
was Friday after school. We would take the 


bus downtown to buy food for the Sabbath. 
Supermarkets were a few decades in the fu¬ 
ture. We went to small stores specializing 
in one product. First stop was 
the greengrocer for salads and 
side veggie dishes. Then we went 
to the bakery for the challah 
bread. Following that we went 
to the chicken store. The front 
of the store sold chicken parts. 
The rear was where the chickens 
roamed around the yard. Grand¬ 
ma would point out the chicken 
she wanted. The butcher would 
stride into the yard, grab the 
chicken and hold it up for my 
grandmother to nod OK. 

The butcher would do what he had 
to do and then present me with the dead 
bird. We shopped a little more, then got 
back on a bus with the chicken in my lap. 
Once at her apartment, I had to pull out the 
feathers so that she could get it ready for 
the oven. Then I had to scrub the kitchen 
floor and line it with newspapers until the 
meal was ready and the men in the family 
were coming back from their prayers. Then 
I would gather the newspapers back up 
from the floor. 

One last story about my grandmother. 
My two sisters and I were always teasing 
our grandmother about her toast-mak¬ 
ing ability. We would ask, “Bubbie” — the 
Yiddish for “grandmother” — “how do you 
make toast?” In that day, the toaster was 
a two-sided contraption where you would 
place the two bread slices. When one side 
was done, you flipped it over to do the 
other side. Bubbie would narrate how she 
would toast one side and then flip it over 
to the second side and then she gave us the 
punch line ... “When the toast is done, then 
I scrape it!” Wonderful memories brought 
out from some new Americans being 
sworn in. We all need nice memories!

Don’t forget to vote 


A gawam, like communities all over 
Massachusetts, will go the polls on 
Tuesday to help select the Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican nominees for pres¬ 
ident, and to elect members of the parties’ 
state and town committees. 

This may be your best and last oppor¬ 
tunity to weigh in on the presidential can¬ 
didates. 

Let’s be honest — although the Novem¬ 
ber races are always closer in Agawam, it’s 
no secret that Massachusetts as a whole 
leans heavily toward the Democratic nom¬ 
inee. Because the state’s electoral votes 
are awarded in a winner-takes-all fashion, 
there’s little that supporters of either ma¬ 
jor party candidate can do to influence the 
election in the fall. 

The March primary election, however, 
is the exact opposite. Conservative voters 


get a ballot all to themselves, to choose 
among the relative merits of Donald 
Trump, Marco Rubio, Ted Cruz and several 
others. Democrats have a hotly contested 
one-on-one race between Hillary Clinton 
and Bernie Sanders. 

Furthermore, in both party’s prima¬ 
ries, your vote will matter, even if Boston 
supports a different candidate. Both the 
Republicans and the Democrats have ad¬ 
opted a proportional representation sys¬ 
tem, in which delegates will be awarded 
according to the percentages of the state¬ 
wide vote that they win. Even if you sup¬ 
port one of the runners-up, your vote may 
help secure one or two delegates for that 
candidate.

Spaghetti carbonara pie 


I love “make ahead” dishes. An 8-by-4-inch 
loaf pan is just the right size for this reci¬ 
pe when serving only two. Of course, if you 
want to double or triple the recipe, you will 
need to use a larger baking dish. When pre¬ 
paring my spaghetti carbonara 
pie, if you choose to use raw ba¬ 
con rather than the precooked, 
be sure to cook it crisp and drain 
the grease well. If you prefer, you 
may disregard baking this reci¬ 
pe and serve it from the skillet, 
keeping in mind that there is 
a raw egg involved, therefore 
be sure to continue to cook for 
about 5 to 7 minutes, tossing the 
ingredients over medium-high 
heat. I have substituted cottage 
cheese for ricotta if it is already 
in my fridge. But when I do, I give it a whirl 
in the blender (with the egg) to give it the 
same texture as the ricotta. 

Spaghetti carbonara pie 

6 oz. spaghetti or angel hair pasta 
1 T. butter 

4-5 slices ready-to-serve’ bacon 
1/2 C. ricotta cheese 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
2 T. milk 

1/4 C. grated parmesan cheese 
1/2 tsp. salt 


Dash of pepper 

Paprika 

Cook spaghetti according to package 
directions. Drain well and set aside. Heat 
butter over medium-high heat 
in a 10-inch skillet that has been 
sprayed with nonstick cooking 
spray. Crumble bacon and add to 
skillet. Stir for about 15 seconds. 
Add spaghetti, toss and remove 
skillet from heat. In a medium 
bowl, blend ricotta, egg, milk, 
cheese, salt, and pepper with a 
wire whisk. Pour over spaghetti 
and toss until well blended. Pour 
mixture into an 8-by-4-by-2-inch 
loaf pan that has been sprayed 
with nonstick cooking spray. 
Sprinkle lightly with paprika and bake at 
375 degrees for 30 minutes. Allow to set for 
about 5 minutes and serve immediately. 

To make ahead: Follow recipe as direct¬ 
ed, baking for only 20 minutes. Allow to 
cool for another 20 minutes, then refriger¬ 
ate for up to 48 hours. When ready to serve, 
bake according to original directions.

“It could put my tenants at a disadvan¬ 
tage,” said Vanderhoof. 

Leonard made a note of Vanderhoof’s 
comment and said he would see about 
making sure there was enough room on the 
west side for outdoor dining. 

David Gardner, who owns the building 
with several tenants at 365-385 Walnut 
Street Ext., questioned who would be re¬ 
sponsible for landscaping once shade trees 
and other plantings are installed. 

Planning and Community Development 
Director Marc Strange said that is a dis¬ 
cussion that would occur later on in the 
development of the project. Ultimately, the 
town would be responsible for the plant¬ 
ings. Leonard said he recommended one 
entity be responsible for all plantings and 
landscaping. 

He also addressed concerns over traf¬ 
fic flow and traffic speed, saying the new 
layout, a roundabout — a type of rotary, to 


be installed at the corner of Walnut Street 
Extension and Ramah Circle — and elevat¬ 
ed crosswalks would hopefully slow down 
traffic. 

Several people asked about the timeline 
of the project and how long construction 
would take. Strange said he hopes to have 
the design finished during the spring, then 
the application process for grant funding 
from MassWorks would follow, and did not 
offer a timetable for how long it would take. 

Other comments included a plea to in¬ 
stall proper lighting to increase visibility 
and hopefully lower suspicious activity in 
the area. 

First Stop Cafe owner Jennifer Haile said 
she is nervous leaving the business at night 
because of a lack of proper lighting. 

The meeting was attended by 16 build¬ 
ing and business owners and their tenants, 
as well as Strange and Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works Director Christopher Golba.

think of a better way to honor his legacy 
then to help the children in Agawam,” she 
said. 

Wilkie has already raised $2,500 from a 
cut-athon last fall at a beauty salon where 
she’s a stylist. She hopes to raise more mon¬ 
ey from a “Breakfast for Dinner” fundraiser 
at Partners Restaurant on March 14 from 5 
to 8 p.m. There is no charge, but donations 
will be accepted at the door. This October, 
she plans to hold a benefit golf tournament. 

Money raised from the cut-athon and 
dinner will be used for an event Wilkie is 
organizing for this spring at the junior 
high school. A team from No First Time 
— a group that travels across the state to 
schools to discuss the consequences of 
drug addiction — will make a presentation 
at two May 19 student assemblies. 

Agawam Junior High School, which 
Shane attended 10 years ago and where 
Wilkie’s younger son Brett is currently a 
seventh grader, is playing a key role in help¬ 
ing to create a visual identity for the foun¬ 
dation. Earlier this week, Wilkie launched 
a logo design contest for AJHS students 
during a brief presentation at the school. 
She encouraged students to create some 
original “catchy” logos and taglines that 
will symbolize the foundation’s “making 
good choices” goal. 

Students have until the end of school 
on Friday, March 11, to submit their art¬ 
work for the contest that will be judged by 
the School Committee. Two winning de¬ 
signs will be announced at the committee’s 
March 22 meeting. 

The first-place design will be printed on 
700 T-shirts that will be worn by students 
and school staff at the assemblies. The sec¬ 
ond-place design will be used for bumper 
stickers distributed by the foundation. The 
first-place winner will win a Kindle White- 
paper e-reader with a charger and cover. 
The second-place winner will receive a gift 
card. 

Wilkie said her inspiration for the Shane 
Foundation was the family of Evan Greene, 
who started the Evan Foundation following 
the unexpected and drug-related death of 
their son at 19 in January 2014. Wilkie met 
the Greene family — who also created the 
No First Time campaign — when families 
that lost relatives to drug addiction partic¬ 
ipated in the making of the movie, “If Only.” 

Filmed in Tewksbury, Mass., in 2015, the 
short film — produced by James Wahlberg 
(brother of Hollywood actor Mark Wahl¬ 
berg) for the Mark Wahlberg Youth Foun¬ 
dation — depicts two teenagers battling 
addiction to prescription opiates. One gets 
help to beat his addiction, while the other 
boy dies of an overdose. 

Making ‘good choices’ 

Since her son’s death, Wilkie has been 
showing the film when speaking to church 
groups and other organizations about 
the need to combat the destructiveness 
of drugs. Wilkie wants to help youngsters 
from making “bad choices” that can lead 
to drug addiction. She’s primarily focusing 
her prevention efforts this year at the ju¬ 
nior high school. 

“These are the kids I want to reach to 
prevent them from even starting to use 
drugs. The biggest danger our children face

right now is drugs. By the time they get to 
high school, they’ve either been exposed to 
drugs or are using drugs,” said Wilkie. 

Next year, Wilkie wants to take her mes¬ 
sage to the middle school, as well as show 
“If Only” at the high school’s sports infor¬ 
mation night. 

“I worry about the athletes,” she said. 
“When they get injured and a doctor pre¬ 
scribes pain medication, it’s so often the 
beginning of a serious drug problem.” 

She has also met with school officials at 
the district’s monthly meetings with local 
clergy, school counselors, principals and 
others to discuss the drug problem and 
what can be done in schools. 

“Our schools have limited funds and 
that’s where the foundation comes in. I get 
lots of support from the school officials, 
PTOs, DARE officers, and others in town, 
but all the money I’m raising for the foun¬ 
dation will stay in Agawam for the schools 
and the community,” said Wilkie. 

“My goal is to really make an impression 
on our young teens as well as to get parents, 
teachers, school staff, and children talking 
about this devastating problem,” she said. 
“We need to talk early and often about the 
dangers of drugs, alcohol and tobacco.”

other top issue, naming three heavily trav¬ 
eled streets that fall short of the federal 
standard. 

“We have sidewalks all over town that 
need to be updated for ADA,” she said. “But 
Springfield, Walnut, and North Westfield 
[streets] have the biggest needs.” 

Chase was asked by Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese how she would go about priori¬ 
tizing the projects. 

“Obviously we are going to try and look 
at the areas of greatest need for things like 
safety and ADA,” said Chase. “But we also 
want to try and vary the spending so it is 
used for a variety needs.” 

The funding that would come from the 
state for potential construction would be 
spent and then reimbursed by the state. 
Chase said the state funds could be com¬ 
bined with annual Chapter 90 state trans¬ 
portation aid. 

The City Council was not required to 
approve the policy. The mayor has the right 
to simply implement it. The council en¬ 
dorsement helps in the MassDOT approval 
process, as does the fact that the policy was 
aired in a public forum such as the council 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Councilor George Bitzas, who chairs the 
Community Relations Subcommittee, said 
his committee unanimously supported the 
policy, and called it a win-win for the town.
